NOTICH OF AWARD 


Receipt of the formal notice of award is your authority to 
proceed on your contract. ‘The formal contract will follow formal 
notice of award. 


FORMAL CONTRACT 


The formal contract should be executed and promptly returned 
to this office. No invoices can be paid wntil the formal contract, 
properly executed, has been received by the Commodities Purchase 
Section of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration, Washington, D.0. 


INSPECTION 


Inspection, sampling, grading and weighing will be made under 
the supervision of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. This Bureau will notify you directly of how 
samples are to be drawn and submitted, and of any other directions which 
they desire to be followed. On receipt of the grading and weighing 
certificate issued by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics the Field 
Office of the Commodities Purchase Section in Chicago will forward 
shipping instructions, accompanied py Government bill of lading, together 
with other necessary information.
